Survey Of Use Of Local Taxes 
Could Point Way To Economies 

Granite City council memberj are right when they 
say that many local property owners do not under¬ 
stand how their taxes are determined and where the 
money goes. As pointed out at last week's aldermanic 
meeting, the tax bills sent out each spring provide the 
funds to operate not only the city government but the 
school district, township, park district, levee district 
and the county government. 

With their large staff of employees, their many 
buildings and their current expansion, the schools con¬ 
sume more than, half of the local tax money. Cities are 
the next largest taxing bodies, and the levee district 
currently is running a strong third. 

The question of whether local taxpayers are get¬ 
ting a dollar's worth of service for each dollar of taxes 
was raised on the council floor, with the decision 
being made to seek an answer with the help of a sur¬ 
vey by Southern Illinois University. The survey results 
should prove interesting because taxpayers have a 
right to know whether their taxes are being wisely 
used. 

The fear that some people blame the city govern¬ 
ment for high tax bills may be well founded, although 
each tax bill includes a statement of the rate for all 
six taxing bodies. It should be made clear that the six 
governmental agencies are all separate bodies which 
govern themselves and are net controlled by any of 
the other five. Thus, the six boards must be held ac¬ 
countable for spending, of tax funds by their agencies. 

As proposed by the city council, the survey will 
deal with financiaT policies of each of the taxing 
bodies. Perhaps if can point the way to economies in 
the cost of government by pinpointing any current 
practices that appear capable of being improved. 


Nation’s Population Center 
Moving Steadily This Way 

The Quad-City community is the center of the 
world for those people who live and work here. Per¬ 
haps it will one day be a central point for millions, 
of people—the population center of the United States. 

Toting up the returns from the 1960 census, the 
government has announced that the nation's new popu¬ 
lation center is in Clinton county. III., less than 50 
miles east of the Quad-Cities. It has moved 47 miles 
west and 1 2 miles south from the previous center near 
Louisville, III., which held the honor only briefly. The 
1950 census pinpointed a cornfield near Olney, III., 
bet new calculations were made when Alaska and 
Hawaii became states. The geographical center is 
much farther west than Illinois due to Hawaii's loca¬ 
tion in the Pacific. 

The Bureau of the Census defines the population 
center as the point on which the country would balance 
if all the people had equal weight. It has been moving 
steadily in this direction Since the 1790 census showed 
it to be near Chesterfield, Md. It reached Virginia in 
1810, Ohio in 1860, Kentucky in 1880 and Indiana 
• in 1890, crossing into Illinois during world war II. 

With the western half of the nation continuing to 
grow faster than the eastern half, it is possible that 
the next census could bring a new distinction to this

Conventions Vital Part Of Process By Which 
Nation Peacefully Chooses Its Leaders 

The political conventions just ended serve os a 
lesson in our form of government-by-the-people, ond 
provide renewed evidence that the democratic process is 
a workable, orderly means of selecting America’s 
leaders. 

To accomplish the quadrennial task of choosing 
a president, the public and the political parties go' 
through a period of disagreement and controversy, but 
all is settled without bloodshed or violent upheaval of 
■ the government. By the end of each convention, the 
party usually has closed ranks for a united campaign 
against its opposition. By the end of the voting, the 
nation has closed ranks behind its elected officials. 

Through most of its history, the United States has 
been a country of two parties, a third party only oc¬ 
casionally becoming a factor. In the early years, the 
Federalist party represented strong nationalism, and 
the Republican party under Jefferson defended Inter¬ 
ests of the states. In the Jackson ero, the name of 
the then dominant party changed from Republican 
to Democratic. The Federalists were waning, and the 
Whigs became the other major party. The Whigs, in turn 
were replaced by the Republicans in the mid-1850s. 

Each party sets many of its own rules, but the 
government regulates the official ballot and much of 
the party machinery. Through primary elections or con-
